TENANTS' LAND 
LAW NO GOOI 
WISE SENDS 
D VALLEY PRODUCE 


State Court Holds Jim 
Ferguson’s Pet Law 


Is Faulty 


Tile tenants 
land law, enacted at 
the instance of former Governor Jam es 
E* Fergus rn in IPI 5, after he had 
been elected to office with it as the 
principal plank in his platform, was 
declared unconstitutional and void by 
the supreme court Wednesday. 
It provided that a landlord should 
not charge rental to*, exceed one-third 
of tile grain crop and one-fourtli of 
the cotton crop, where the tenant fur­ 
nished everything but 
the land, or 
more than one-half where Hie land­ 
owner furnished everytiiing hut the 
labor. 
The provision was attached to the 
landlord’s lien law, which was enact­ 
ed 'in 1874. and which provided that 
I landlord should have a preferential 
lien upon the property of a tenant to 
secure rental due. 
'Hbe court held the amendment “void 
andj of im effect in its entirety." 
It 
violated both the state and federal 
costitutions, the court held. 
Tin* decision was based on certified 
questions asked by the third court of 
civil appeals in the case of Sham Cul- 
lierson vs. B. (I. Ashford, appealed 
from 
McLennan 
county. 
Culberson 
rented lands from Ashford and claim­ 
ed Ashford was endeavoring to collect 
rental in excess of the worth of the 
crops.

In our political set-up few- men are 
ever elected to office by the unani­ 
mous vote of their constituents, but 
seldom indeed is a concerted effort 
[made to remove one after he is duly 
[elected. 
When an ouster snit is filed 
it must specify reasons for the re­ 
moval of the official, and those rea­ 
sons must I Hi proved sufficient in open 
(court, where the accused has an op­ 
portunity lo answer before the public. 
It is not so with the county agent. 
A determined minority can and some 
times does bring about his discharge 
Ko fa r as the county is concerned wit li­ 
mit making sufficient charges. 
His 
position is peculiar 
'ti that his is 
neither constitutional nor a statutory 
office. 
It is peculiar also in the fact 
that he is the only county official 


iv payrolls when an economy program

Of course the A. & M. College 
as a co-operative agency which passes 
on the qualifications of the county 
agent in the first place, and checks up 
on his work afterward, cannot dis 
charge a man without reason. 
They 
are justified in the name of the people 
of the entire state, whose representa­ 
tives they are, in refusing to do an 
injustice to their joint employee when 
the county, the other party to the con­ 
tract, fails to give good aud sufficient, 
reasons for his removal.

would have the same right were the

Seventh Grade Examinations 
Reveal Deficiencies 
The standard seventh gracile exami­ 
nations given by this office recently 
to 60 children in 13 schools of Wise 
county: revealed great deficiencies in 
the achievement J of th e ^ pupils. 
The 
average scores attainted ny these chil­ 
dren show th a t they are more than a 
grade and a half l»elow standard- The 
average score for the 60 pupils is 78 
points, which score indicates a grape 
of 6.4 and an educational age 
12 
years and 3 mouths. 
Tho standard 
score is 90 {joints and the grade should 
be 8 and their educational age 13 
years and l l months. 
Thus these 60 
children are on the average 12 score 
points be Icky the standard ; they are 
cine and six-tenths grades bel* »v the 
standard grade and are retarded one 
year and eight months below the stan­ 
dard educational age. 
Short terms 
ai4cI short recitation periods are the 
main factors responsible few this poor 
showing. 
The people of Wise county 
are coming to realize the deficiencies 
of our short term and small schools 
and thisi fact is responsible for the 
widespread determ ination oui the p art 
of the people to improve our educa­ 
tional facilities. 
Larger Schools Show Better Scores 
Of the 60 children tested in the 7th 
grade examinations, 42 were in one, 
two and three-teacher schools, while 
18 were in 4 and 6-teacher schools. 
The 42 in the sm aller schools macle an 
average score of a little less than 78. 
while the 18 children in the larger 
school,Is made an average score of a 
little4 more than 82. 
This shows a 
ViiftWoi(ce in grade of more than a 
half year’s work in favor of the larger 
schools. 
To he exact, the children in 
the smaller schools show an achieve 
meat of grade 6.4. whilethe children 
hi the larger schools show ail achieve­ 
ment of above the4 itll grade. 
Winn the ages of the children arc

into 
considerati ii, 
the 
tests 
ail still more strikingly the su­ 
periority ut' the larger schools over 
the smaller, 
lf is found th at the chil­ 
dren in the smaller schools are older 
for t heir grades tim the children in 
the larger schools. 
The actual Age of 


a child! should In* equal to his educa­ 
tional age to Im4 standard. 
Of course, 
may* children show an educational age 
above their aetuul age, while others 
show an educational age below their 
actual age. 
When their educational 
age just equals their actual age the 
educational quotient is said to la4 IOO. 
Ii is found that the educational quo­ 
tient of the 42 children in the sm aller 
schools is less than 87, while the aver­ 
nus- | age educational quotient for the 18 
children in the larger schools is above 
98.
